A source, who has furnished reliable information in 
the past, learned on July 1, 1965, that Me cDonald of the 
National Office of.the Students fora Democratic Society (SDS) 
Chicago, Illinois, was in recent contact with A. J. Muste 
of the Committee for Non-Violent Action (CNVA) in New York. 


A lengthy discussion was conducted between these 
individuals relative to a coordination of plans of the two 
groups and others, including Student Non-Violent Coordinating 
Committee (SNCC), Congress on Racial Equality (CORE), War 
Resistance League for Washington, D.C., and other cities. 
during the period August 6 through 9, 1965. 


Mc Donald and Muste both stated that specific plans 
for activities of their respective organizations are not yet 
complete. 


Muste did state that as of the present time it is 
definite that on August 6, 1965, the CNVA Declaration of 
Conscience Signers and perbaps SNCC and the group that signed 


the Call for the August 6-9 affair will go to Washington, D.C. 


As to the number of people who will attend on August 6, Muste 
said it is difficult to say but that he met with Robert Paris 
of ENCC on June 30, 1965, and it looks like there will be a 
fairly wide participation on the part of SNCC and CORE. رہ8‎

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According to Muste, the events scheduled for August 
7, 8, and 9, 1865, are separate from the August 15 affair,

McDonald reportedly told Muste that the Viet Nam 
Committee of SDS had met for hours on the previous night 
and bad discussed many possible programs, some of which were 
not finalized. However, McDonald indicated that SDS will 
push for constituency meetings on the 7th and for workshop 
problem discussions on the 8th. These will probably be the 
mainfocus; that is, trying to get people together from all parts 
of the country to talk over things so they can go back and keep 
things going in their communities. McDonald said this is also 
the feeling of Carl Oglesby, new national President of the SDS. 


McDonald also said that on August 6, 1965, the SDS 
feels that people will be demonstrating and the SDS may have 
people there but the thing on the 9th is voluntary. SDS will 
publicize the affair and encourage people to go but the idea 
of “civil disobedience at this time is not the main push.” The 
main focus for SDS is to have people there for the 7th and 8th 
and remaining for the August 9th activity will be at their 
option, 


. Muste said the Call for action is supposed to come 
sometime in the action of the House of Representative meeting 
on the 9th of August; Source advised Muste was not clear in 
= meaning of this statement. 


McDonald said, according to the Call which was written 
. by Staughton (phonetic)(possibly Staughton Craig Lynd of Atlanta), 
civil disobedience was going to be the main focus for August 
-.7:9th, but the SDS as an organization likes very much the idea 
of & "Declaration of Peace" and a preliminary "Congress of 
Unrepresented People." SDS does not think that at this time 
dave a constituency to really call a, representative group = 
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DEMOCRATIC SOCIETY (SDS) 
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of people together, and call for a "Congress of Unrepresented 
People." So, SDS feels that the program of August 9th would 
be a sort of preliminary step toward calling such a Congress. 
This is the SDS position; however, .McDonald said that if 
people in that. line of thinking want to call an actual "Congress 
of Unrepresented People," that is fine and SDS could go along 
with tbat trend. So, the present position of SDS is that the 
outlook for August 9th is tbat people who want to participate 
in civil disobedience would and SDS would encourage those who 
wanted to do it through SDS. However, SDS is not really 
telling people to declare a Congress. 


Muste said the so-called workshop of constituency 
representatives in various parts of the country would involve 
discussing the Declaration of Peace, thinking together on peace, 
the civil rights issue, and possibly some “revolutionary” action 
appropriate for community action when they go back to their 
coamunities. 


McDonald said the SDS idea on the constituency 
meeting would be to have people coming from all over the 
country to talk among themselves and about themselves. Then, 
on August 8th, these people would go into the workshops, speaking 
on various organizational problems and about getting communities 
established. On the evening of August 8th there probably would 
be a main meeting held where Muste would speak about various 
declarations of peace proposals so that these proposals could 
come up for discussion on August 9th. 


According to source, there was a discussion covering 
Staughtons(phonetic) crash program for a Continental Congress 
in December or February. Both thought that this was ridiculous 
but that Muste would further discuss this with Staughton at a 
meeting he would hold with him on July 1, 1965. 
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COMMUNIST INFILTRATION OF STUDENTS 
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Source on June 30, 1965, advised that Muste 
had spoken briefly ahout this "Congress of Unrepresented 
People" idea and Stoughton’ S thinking on it. Muste said 
there is ambiguity in tcughton's proposals. The ambiguity 
is as to whether "we are talking about taking power, or 
whether we are talking about some other way to 6۳68 15 new 
society." Huste indicated he did not believe thos proposing 
this action had "resources to take power now". Muste said 
he realized this Continental Congress idea might be a good 
plan for maybe five years from ncw when "we have 30 - 40 
thousand people, but not when we have sbout. 5,000", 


Source advised on July 1, 1965, that Muste and 
McDonald agreed that another meeting must be held to iron 
out details for the August action. Preferably this meeting 
should be before July 17, 1965, in either New York City or 
Washington, D.C. 


According to source on July 1, 1965, Mc Donald 
further told Muste that the Viet Nam Committee of SDS met 
on the evening of June 30, 1965, and discussed many action 
plans. SDS now has its alternatives down to six proposals, 
but thére are still no definite commitments: as yet. 


One of the things SDS is "kicking around" is the 


idea of a National SDS endorsement and action project, involving 
public burning of draft cards on a mass scale. Muste thought 


that CNVA reaction to this would be very favorable and that 
this wouldfit in very well and CNVA was thinking of having 
this in connection with the August 6th action. This action 


could take place at the White House as well as in other parts 


of the country. Mc Donald indicated another action proposal

are concerned, it thinks the general idea is good, but ~ 
CNVA has some doubts whether the administration would react 

by testing the Espionage Act against people rather than getting 
around it. In other words, CNVA questions whether Kissinger's 
plan would accomplish the purpose of forcing the administration 
to accuse the participants of treason. Muste said that if 

SDS did come up with a plan that assured that the administration 
would have to act under the espionage or treason statutes he, 
Muste, would be in favor of it. 


A.third action program that SDS is considering accord- 
ing to Mc Donald, is just using the "Kissinger Plan" as a 
publicity thing - as a platform from which to get into 
magazines, - write articles to magazines and newspaper columns 
just discussing the possibilities of what would happen, - but 
not really going ahead and doing it. Mc Donald said "for 
obvious reasons this would be for publication, because that 
sort of a tactic we could only use as long as nobody else knows 
we are using it". According to Mc Donald, one thing along 


these lines they could do would be to write the Attorney General's 


Office, and talk to them about the Kissinger program and as 
them what they are going to do, and then have a news conference 
to publicize the Attorney General's reply. 


.Another proposal being considered by SDS is to issue 
& national call for the resignation of Dean Rusk, Secretary of 
State and Mc George Bundy, Special Assistant to the President 
for National Security Affairs, but Mc Donald said the call 
does not necessarily have to be made in the name of SDS. 


Mc Donald concluded according to source, by advising 
Muste that another meeting on these proposals will be held 
in the near future and a more definite action program would be 
forBulated.

Staughton Craig Lynd 


d "eeh who has furnished reliable information go 
in the past who was familiar with activities of the Communist 
Party (CP) at Harvard University, Cambridge, Massachusetts, during 
the 1940's, advised during the period December 15 and 17, 1953, 
that he had heard conversations among other individuals in the 
past to the effect that Stoughton Lynd, who was known to the 
informant, had been a CP member while at Harvard University, 
Cambridge, Massachusetts.  Informant stated that he personally 
doubted that Lynd had been a CP member, but informant was of the 
belief that Lynd had been active in the John Reed Society and the 
American Youth for Democracy (AYD), both of Harvard. Informant 
recalled Lynd as an individual who had "extremely highfaluting 
objections to everything". 


This informant advised on June 8, 1954, that Stoughton 
Lynd was an individual who was never permitted to join the CP 
while at Harvard University because he could never seem to make 
up his mind that the Party was worthwhile. 


This informant further advised on June 8, 1954, that 
the Harvard Chapter of the American Youth for Democracy and the 
John Reed Society of Harvard were organizations which in the 
. 1810 1940's became Completely Communist dominated and controlled 
dy the CP and which mirrored the then current CP propaganda line.

Charles Clark Kissinger 


The June 28, 1963, issue of "The Daily Cardinal", 
University of Wisconsin publication, identifies C. Clark 
Kissinger as Chairman of the Wiscomin Socialist Club 
(WSC), University of Wisconsin, for the summer of 1963. 
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WISCONSIN SOCIALIST CLUB 


On December 10, 1957, a source described the Wisconsin 
Socialist Club (WSC) as then a duly registered and authorized 
Student campus organization at the University of Wisconsin (UW) 
with a chapter membership of 21, including Matthew Chapperon 
and Ronald Radosh, who prior to the dissolution of the Labor 
Youth League (LYL) were publicly known as officers of the UW 
chapter of the LYL. On November 30, 1960, a source identified 
Matthew Chapperon as then a member of the State Committee of the 
Communist Party of Wisconsin (CPW). 


On June 23, 1958, another source described the 
WSC as an organization founded primarily on principles closely 
allied with those of English socialists, with many of its members 
genuine socialists, but source observed there existed a pro-Marxist 
element in the club, including Chapperon and Radosh, which element 
had taken the lead in policy-making functions of the WSC. On -~ 
September 20, 1960, this source reported that Radosh and Chapperon 
had been elected president and secretary 279 of the WSC 
for the 1960-1961 school year. 


The September 25, 1962 issue of the "Daily Cardinal" 
student organ at the UW, identified the 1962-1963 officers of the 
WSC as Judd Ginsberg, president; Gene Dennis, vice-president; 
Douglas Korty, treasurer; and Elsie Chandler, secretary. The 
“Daily Cardinal", issue of February 6, 1963, reported that Judd 
Ginsberg had been susponded from the UW and living in an apartment 
in violation of the UW rules. Another source advised on Febru ry 
20, 1963, that Paul Breines had taken over Ginsberg's position 
as president of the WSC. 


CO Paul Breines’ father was described by Martin Dies, of. He 
o: 8. House of Representatives in 1941, as affiliated with

S. Chardler, father of Flsie Chandler, made contributions to the 
CP, USA and was "Ideologically" close to the CP, USA. 


Issues of the "Daily Cardinal" during the 1962-1963 
school year indicated that WSC continued to function as a 
student campus organization, and during 1962-1963 sponsored 
off-campus speakers, ircludirg Herbert Aptheker, described by 
the "Daily Cardinal" as "leading spokesman for tbe American 
Communist Party", and Daniel Rubin, identified by another source 
in October, 1962, as National Youth Director, CP, USA, and a 
member of the National Committee, CP, USA, 


The Labor Youth League and the 
CP, USA, had been designated 
pursuant to Executive Order 10450.

The pamphlat states that automation can be controlled 
by reducing the work week to 30 hcurs and providing 
adequate retraining for both the employed and unemployed.

The article revealed that the students carried signs 
reading "In Your Head You Know He's Wrong" and "The World in 
Peace, Not Pieces". 


The students staged the demonstration from 6:00 to 7:30 PM 
in front of the hotel and were joined by many passersby, who 
supported the demonstration's purpose, The purpose of the 
demonstration, according to SDS members who prepared it, was 
to provide an opportunity for the focusing of major attention 

on the GOLDWATER-MILLER Republican ticket as one whose bas ic 
pronouncements and programs "would be a major setback in the 
future development of a progressive Anerica". 


The demonstrators participating expressed deep concern 
over GOLDWATER's position on civil rights, especially regarding 
his vote against the Civil Rights Act of 1964 and what they felt 
has been a strong effort on his part to "court the backlash 
vote" and his over-all "Southern strategy". GOLDWATER was 
inside the hotel telling his audience that "Our aim, as I understand 
it, is neither to establish a segregated society nor to establish 
an integrated society as such.

"We are concerned," one demonstrator said, "with the 
general conduct of governmental affairs and are unwilling to

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B. Free Speech Movement 


The SDS nationally sponsored a nationwide tour for 
members of the Free Speech Movement, a student activity group 
from-the University of California, which recently staged mass 
demonstrations and sit-ins on the Berkeley, California campus 
of the University of California. AS part of this tour, 

LEE WEBB and ROBERT ROSS, Chicago area representatives of the 
DS, were instrumental in bringing STEVE WEISSMAN and SUZANNE 
7 GOLDBERG to the University of Chicago on December 12, 1964, 

to give reports on the Berkeley, California’ situation. During 

this meeting both GOLDBERG and WEISSMAN also answered questions 
from the audience. GOLDBERG, during the meeting, stated that 
those present could assist those in the Free Speech Movement 

in raising appeal funds for students involved in the California 

demonstrations. She also stated that those present could help 

by staging their own protest demonstrations in places that

WEISSMAN, in response to a question about communist 
infiltration in the Free Speech Movenent, stated that none 
of the members are communists, but that four members of the 50 
man board of the organizatim are revolutionaries.

A. The SDS National Convention in General ?

Source furnished the following information concerning 
the SDS National-Convention held at Camp Maplehurst, Kewadin, 
Michigan, during the period June 9 to 13, 1965: 


The main thing coming out of the SDS National 
Convention held at Camp Maplehurst, Kewadin, Michigan, on 
June 9 through 13, 1965, attended by about 250 delegates, 
besides general, dissatisfaction with the war in Vietnam, 
the plight of the poor, and the manner the leaders of this 
country are running things without those whose lives are being 
effected having anything to say, etc., was the KISSINGER 
"Plan" or "Project". 


The KISSINGER Plan was prepared by C. CLARK KISSINGER, 
SDS National Secretary. The plan whose "pro" and "con" were 
discussed at great length on the last day of the convention, 
called for a deliberate attempt to force the United States into a 
political trial which would call attention to the political 
issues of the Vietnam war and related matters.  KISSINGER indicated 
that there is a need for a more drastic approach to social reform 
and proposed that the SDS deliberately violate the Espionage Act 
of 1917 (Sedition Statute), certain provisions of the Smith Act 
and certain parts of the Military Codes of Justice. He said 
that this would be done by entering military bases and distributing 
` leaflets which will demoralize the servicemen and by suggesting 
that servicemen desert or adopt devious means of avoiding 
direct participation in the Vietnamese war. KISSINGER stated 
tbat this strategy calls for actions tbat are so drastic that 
the Government will have no alternative except to prosecute

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"A. CONVENTION: The 1965 SDS va ti ona 1 Convention meeting at 

、f Camp Waplehurst near Xewadin, Michigan, attracted 257 
registrants. The emphasis was on small discussion groups 
and four main workshops: political strategy, foreign policy, 
the univerSity, and organization تو تون‎ and interna! 
democracy. 


1. Political strategy was discussed at length, but the 
Convention took no action. 

2. The foreign policy discussion began with consideration 
of 'The Kissinger Plan’ The plan would send SDSers to 
military bases to urge soldiers not to fight in Vietnam 
with the hope that the U.S. would prosecute SDS for violation 
of the 1917 Espionage Act. At the big, nationally publicized 
trial we would use as our defense the U. 8. 8 prosecution in 
the Nuremburg trials, i.e., that a man has a higher moral 
duty than the duty to his state. The Convent n referred the 
plan to the NC with the stipulation that a membership referendum 
would be necessary before SDS could embark on this course. 

The Convention approved a statement of guidelines for SDS 
foreign policy activity. The full statement will be reprinted 
in the next Bulletin. e 

3. The university workshop reported a policy statement which 
was debated, amended, and approved. The text will appear in the 
next Bulletin. 

4. After discussion of organizational structure and internal 
democracy, the Convention décided that there should be a 
membership referendum to EES whether 3DS should have 
national officers. ` ` 


“B. NATIONAL COUNCIL: The National Council met at Maplehurst

Priority is to be given to recruiting 
new members and, secondarily, putting out a daily bulletin 
of political comment and muckraking. 

3. Clark Kissinger will be SDS fünd- raiser for the 
coning year . Priority will be given to creating a network 
of small sustaining contributors rather than getting a few 
big donors. . 

4. A committee was appointed to consider the Kissinger 
Plan and other plans to create a natimal focus on the 
Vietnam issue. If a focus is decided upon, the NC will 
be convened or polled. In case civil.disobedience is 
‘involved, the NC will be convened. Before the Kissinger 
Plan can be put into effect the membership must be polled. 

5. Carl Oglesby will;set up a Research, Information, and 
Publications operation in the national office, It will 
encourage and co-ordinate research and publication 
efforts by SDS people. * 

6. Regional organizers are responsible for submitting 
regular reports to the NO and for soliciting articles for 
the Bulletin. 

7T. An administrative committee consisting of the 
national secretary and all the heads of policy departments 
(e.g., Vietnam, RIP) will make all major natimal office 
decisions (e.g., hiring of staff, spending of money, 
allocation of time, etc.). In case decisions must be 
wade which affect more than just the office, all NC members 
in the Chicago area at the time must be consulted 1f 
possible. This committee, of course, must work within the 
context of the policy set.down by the NC. 

8. The subway posters given to us by another party and , 
objected to by the LID on the ground that they may endanger 
the tax-exempt status of the LID will be taken care of by the 
administrative committee. It will consider labeling the 
posters P.E.P. or printing 500 new posters. 

9. Jeff Shero was hired as the new Bulletin editor for

The AYFO was formed inaSmuch as BARBARA PERRY diSagreed with 
the composition of the leadership of the corresponding group 
in New York known as the United States Festival Committee since 
PERRY felt the leadership of that group was communist controlled 
and therefore the composition of the American delegation would 
.not be truly representative of American youth. 


On January 22, 1959, the Same Source advised that 
BARBARA PERRY was contacted by a leader of the.Coammunist Party 
(CP) of Illinois who advised that LOU DISKIN, who was the leader 
of youth groups of the CP in Chicago, would help PERRY and guide 
her in tactics and strategy in connection with the Aro, Accord- 
ing to this leader, the Baecutive Board of the CP had given 
permission for the CP to give PERRY guidance.

The Chicago Committee to Defend the Bill of Rights 
(CCDBR) maintains headquarters in Suite 424, 431 South Dearborn 
Street, Chicago, Illinois. 


A source advised in July, 1960, that RICHARD CRILEY, 
then a member of the Civil Liberties Commission of the Cosmunist 
Party (CP) of Illinois, met witb key leaders of the CP and was 
authorized by the CP to form a new organization with broad mass 
support so long as the new organizition would protect the Party 
interests. 


This source advised in October, 1960, that on 
October 28, 1960, CRILEY reported to the CP leadership that the 
CCDBR had been organized. He outlined its aims and purposes as 
being to obtain mass support to abolish the House Committee on 
Un-American Activities (HCUA) and to defend Smith Act and Taft- 
Hartley victins. He said there would be no formal affiliation 
with any other national organization having the same purposes. 
The CP leadersbip agreed with the general direction of the CCDBR 
as outlined by CRILEY. 


A second source advised on October 31, 1960, that the 
CCDBR was formally organized on October 26, 1960, with RICHARD 
CRILEY as Executive Secretary after he motivated organizing the 
meeting of October 26, 1960. 


A third source advised on May 5, 1965, that the 
original stated purposes for the CCDBR continue to be adhered 
to with CRILEY continuing as the motivating force behind the 
Committee.

The April 6,°1960, edition of "The New York Times" 
newspaper contained a full-page advertisement captioned "What 
Is 8٥6ئ‎ 117 Happening in Cuba," placed by the Fair Play for Cuba 
Committee (FPCC). This advertisement announced the formation 
of the FPCC in New York City and declared the FPCC intended to 
promulgate "the truth about revolutionary Cuba" to neutralize 
the distorted American press. 


"The New York Times" edition of January 11, 1961, 
reported that at a hearing conducted before the United States 
Senate Internal Security Subcommittee on January 10, 1961, 

Dr. CHARLES A. SANTOS-BUCH identified himself and ROBERT TABER 
as organizers of the FPCC. He also testified he and TABER 
obtained funds from the Cuban Government which were applied 
toward the cost of the aforementioned advertisement. 


On May 16, 1963, a source advised that during the first 
two years of the FPCC's existence there was a struggle between 
Communist Party (CP) and Socialist Workers Party (SWP) elements 
to exert their power within the FPCC and thereby influence FPCC 
policy, This source added that during the past year there had 
been a successful effort hy FPCC leadership to minimize the role 
of these and other organizations in the FPCC so that their 
influence as of May,1963, was negligible.

The November 23, 1963, edition of "The New York Times" 
reported that Senator THOMAS J. DODD of Connecticut had called 
FPCC "the chief public relations instrument of the Castro net- 
work in the United States." It is to be noted that Senator 
DODD was a member of the Senate Internal Security Subcommittee 
which twice conducted hearings on the FPCC. 


The December 27, 1963, edition of "The New York World 
Telegram and Sun" newspaper stated that the pro-CASTRO FPCC was 
seeking to go out of business and that its prime activity during 
its lifetime had been sponsorship of pro-CASTRO street rallies 
and mass picket lines, and the direction of an active propaganda 
mill highlighting illegal travel-to-Cuba campaigns. Its 
comparatively brief span of life was attributed to mounting 
anti-CASTRO American public opinion, the 1962 Congressional 
hearings which disclosed FPCC financing by CASTRO's United 
Nations Delegation, and ultimately, the bad publicity which the 
FPCC received from disclosure of activities on its behalf by 
suspected presidential assassin LEE H. OSWALD. 


On February 6, 1964, the previously mentioned second 
source advysed that V. T. LEE had recently remarked that the 
FPCC was dead and that there were no plans to organize another 
similar organization.

The aims and purposes of the FPCC as set 
forth in this leaflet include the following: "To disseminate 
the truth, to combat untruth; to publish and distribute factual 
information which the United States mass media suppresses. In 
general, to contribute to foundations for peace, friendship, 
and understanding between ourselves and the Cuban people." The 
leaflet reflects the FPCC plans to accomplish these aims: "By 
mailing of informational bulletins; organizing public meetings 
and forums; providing speakers, movies, and slides for meetings 
of interested organizations, placing ads in newspapers; to visit 
Cuba and see for themselves what conditions really are." 


A third source advised on March 9, 1964, that there 
has been no activity of the FPCC in Chicago since late November, 
1963, and for all intents and purposes the organization is 
defunct.

The July 14, 1958, issue of “Labor Action", an 
official publication of the ISL, contained an article captioned 
"The ISL Program in Brief." The article indicated: "The ISL 
stands for socialist democracy and against the two Systems of 
exploitation which now divide the world: capitalism and 
Stalinism. The ISL, as a Marxist movement, looks to the 
working class and 1٤8 ever-present struggle as tho basic 
progressive in the Iabor novement and among all other Sections 
of the people. There can be no lasting and genuine democracy 
without SocialiSm and there can be no Socialism without 
democracy." 


The September 22, 1958, issue of "Labor Action" con- 
tained an undated statement Signed by the Political Committee of 
the ISL which indicated that the ISL had been dissolved.

The March 13, 1964, edition of "The New York Times," a 
daily newspaper published in New York, New York, contained an m 
article on page 20 which.indicated that MALCOLM X (LITTLE), former * 
national official of the Nation of Islam (NOI) who broke witb the 
NOI on March 8,1 964, publicly announced in New York City on March 
12, 1964, that he had formed the Muslim Mosque, Incorporated (MMI). 
The MMI, according to the article, would be & broadly based politically 
oriented black nationalist movement for Negroes only, financed by 
voluntary contributions. In this public statement MALCOLM X urged 
Negroes to abandon the doctrine of non-violence when it is necessary 
to defend themselves in the civil rights struggle, and he also 
suggested that Negroes form rifle clubs to protect their lives and 
property in time of emergencies in areas where the government is 
unable or unwilling to protect them. 


Incorporation papers of the MMI filed on March 16, 1964, 
with the Business Section, Clerk of Courts, New York County, New 
York, New York, reflect that the MMI was incorporated under the 
Religious Corporation Law of the State of New York to work for the 
imparting of the Islamic Faith and Islamic Religion in accordance 
with "accepted Islamic principals." The principal place of worship 
to be located in the Borough of Manhattan, New York, New York. 


The May 23, 1964, edition of the "New York Amsterdam News," 
. a weekly Negro newspaper published in New York City, contained an 
article by columnist JAMES BOOKER in which he indicated that he had 
heard that the visit by MALCOLM X with Muslim leaders during his 
African tour has changed him to become soft in his anti-white 
feelings and to become more religíous. 


On October 6, 1964, a confidential source advised that 
the MMI is apparently affiliated with the true orthodox Islamic 
Religion through its affiliation with the Islamic Foundation (of 
New York), 1 Riverside Drive, New York City. The only teachings 
of the MMI are on the Islamic Religion. 


A second confidential source advised on October 20, 1964, 
that the headquarters of the MMI are located in Suite 128, Hotel 
Theresa, 2090 Seventh Avenue, New York, New York, where they vere 
established on March 16, 1964.

In January, 1957, a source advised ELIJAH MUHAMMAD bas 
described his organization on a nationwide basis as the "Nation of 
Islam" and "Mubammad's Temples of Islam." 


On May 7, 1965, a second source advised ELIJAH MUHAMMAD 
is tbe national leader of the Nation of Islam (NOI); Mubamumad*'s 
Temple of islam No. 2, 5335 South Greenwood Avenue, Chicago, 
Illinois, is the national headquarters of the NOI; and in mid-1560 
MUHAMMAD and other NOI officials, when referring to MUHAMMAD's 
organization on a nationwide basis, commenced using either "Mosque" 
or Temple" when mentioning one of "Muhammad's Temples of Islan.” 


The NOI is an all~Negro organization which was originally 
organized in 1930 in Detroit, Michigan. MUHAMMAD claims to have 
been selected by Allah, tbe Supreue Being, to lead the so-called 
Negro race out of slavery in the wilderness of North America by 
establishing an independent black nation in the United States. 
Members following MUHAMMAD's teachings and bis interpretation of > Mes 
the "Koran" believe there is no sucb thing as a Negro; that the چ‎ 
so-called Negroes are slaves of the white race, referred to as tra 
"white devils," in the United States; and that the white race, ; : 
becausb of its exploitation of the so-called Negroes, must and 
will be destroyed in the approaching "War of Armageddon." 


In the past, officials and members of the NOI, including 
MUHAMMAD, have refused to register under the provisions of the 
Selective Service Acts and have declared that mecbers oee no 
allegiance to the United States.

A source advised on April 20, 1965, that the PLP, 
formerly known as the PLM, held its first national convention 
April 15-18, 1965, at New York City, to organize the PLM into a 
PLP. The PLP will have as its ultimate objective the establish- 
ment of a militant working class movement based on Marxism-Leninism. 


"The New York Times," City Edition, Tuesday, April 20, 
1965, page 27, reported that a new party of"revolutionary socialism" 
was formally founded on April 18, 1965, under the name of the PLP. 
The PLP was described as an outgrowth o? the PLM. Its officers 
were identified as MILTON ROSEN, New York, President, and WILLIAM 
EPTON of New York and MORT SCHEER of San Francisco, Vice Presidents. 
A 20-member National Committee was elected to direct the party 
until the next convention. 


According to the article, "The Progressive Labor Movement 
was founded in 1962 by Mr. Rosen and Mr. Scheer after they were 
expelled from the Communist Party of the United States for 
assertedly following the Chinese Communist line." 


The PLP publishes the "Marxist-Leninist Quarterly," a 
theoretical magazine; "Progressive Labor," a monthly magazine; 
"Challenge," a New York City newspaper; and "Spark," a west coast 
newspaper. 


The June 1, 1965, issue of "Challenge," page 6, states 
that, "this paper is dedicated to fight for a new way of life- 
where the working men and women own and control their homes, 
factories, the police, courts, and the entire government on every 
level."

ORGANIZATION OF AFRO-AMERICAN 
UNITY, INCORPORATED (OAAU) 


On June 28, 1964, MALCOLM X LITTLE, founder and leader 
of the Muslim Mosque, Incorporated (MMI), publicly announced the 
formation of a new, all Negro, militant civil rights action group 
to be known as the Organization of Afro-American Unity (OAAU), 
with himself as Chairman. This announcement was made at a public 
rally held by the MMI in the Audubon Bero, Broadway and 166th 
Street, New York City. 


A printed and published statement of basic OAAU aims 
read by MALCOLM X.at this meeting indicates that it shall include 
"all" people of African descent in the Western Hemisphere, as well 
as our“ brothers and sisters on the African continent. It is 
patterned after the "letter and spirit" of the Organization of 
African Unity established (by African heads of States) at Addis 
Ababa, Ethiopia, in May, 1963. 


A recording of the remarks of MALCOLM X at this meeting 
indicates that the aim of the OAAU is to eliminate differences 
between Negroes so they can work together for "human rights," 
while the initial objective is to "internationalize" the American 
civil rights movement by taking it to the United Nations. LITTLE 
condemned the non-violent civil rights movement and claims that 
Negroes should be taught to protect themselves, when and if 
necessary. The OAAU will sponsor a program for Negroes of educa- 
tion, politics, culture, economics, and social reform. 


On August 19, 1964, a confidential source advised that 
the headquarters of the OAAU are located in MMI headquarters, 
Suite 128, Hotel Theresa, 2090 7th Avenue, New York City. 


MALCOLM X was assassinated on February 21, 1965, while 
addressing an OAAU rally at the Audubon Ballroom, New York City. 


On April 13, 1965, a second confidential source advised 
that on March 26,1965, the OAAU filed a Certificate of Incorpora- 
tion with the Department of State, State of New York, Albany, New `

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WISCONSIN SOCIALIST CLUB 


On December 10, 1957, a source described the 
Wisconsin Bocialist Club (WSC) as then a duly registered 

and authorized student campus organization at the Unversity 
of Wisconsin (UW) with a chapter membership of 21, including 
MATTHEW CHAPPERON and RONALD RADOSH, who prior to the 
dissolution of the Labor Youth League (LYL) were publicly 
known as officers of the UW chapter of the LYL. On 

November 30, 1960,.a source identified MATTHEW CHAPPERON 

as then a member of the State Committee of the Communist 
Party of Wisconsin (CPW). 


On June 23, 1958, another source described the 

WSC as an organization founded primarily on principles 
Closely allied with those of English socialists, with many 
of its members genuine socialists, but source observed 
there existed a pro-Narxist element in the club, including 
CHAPPEBON and RADOSH, which element had taken the lead in 

Policy-making functions of the WSC. On September 20, 1960, 

this source reported that RADOSH and CHAPPERON had been 
elected president and secretary respectively, of the WSC 
for the 1960-1961 school year. 


The September 25, 1962, issue of the "Daily 

Cardinal," student organ at the UT, identified the 1962- 
` 1963 officers of the WSC as JUDD GINSBEBG, president; 
GENE DENNIS, vice-president; DOUGLAS KORHTT, treasurer; 
-and ELSIE CHANDLER, secretary. The "Daily Cardinal", 
issue of February 6, 1963, reported that JUDD GINSBERG — 
had been suspended from The UW for. reporting a false 
address in Madison to the UW and living in-sr-apertaent 

in violation of the UW rules. Another source-advised—on ^ 
February 20, 1963, that PAUL BEEINES had taken over 
GINSBERG'S position as president of the VSC. 
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WISCONSIN SOCIALIST CLUB (continued) 


PAUL BREINES' father was described by MARTIN 
DIES, of the US House of Representatives in 1941, as 
affiliated with organizations and publications which have 
been cited as Communist fronts. GENE DENNIS is the son 
of EUGENE DENNIS, who at the time of his death in 
February, 1961, was National Secretary of the CP, USA. 
Another source advised on July 25, 1950, that HERBERT 
S. CHANDLER, father of ELSIE CHANDLER, made contributions 
to the CP, USA and was "Ideologically" close to the CP, USA. 


Iesues of the "Daily Cardinal" during the 1962- 
1963 school year indicated that WSC continued to function 
as a student campus organization, and during 1962-1963 
sponsored off-campus speakers including HERBERT APTHEKER, 
described by the "Daily Cardinal" as "leading spokesman for 
the American Communist Party," and DANIEL RUBIN, identified 
by another source in October, 1962, as National Youth 
r و‎ CP, USA, and a member of the National Committee, 

P, USA.

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YOUNG SUCIALIST ALLIANCE 


The May, 1960, issue of the "Young Socialist” (YS), 
page 1, column 3, disclosed that during April 15-17, 1960, a 
national organization entitled "The Young Socialist Alliance" 
(YSA) was established at Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. This 
issue stated that this organization was formed by the nation- 
wide supporter clubs of the publication YS. 


The above issue, page 6, set forth the Founding 
Declaration of YSA. This declaration stated that the YSA 
recognizes the, Socialist Workers Party (SWP) as the only 
existing political leadership on class struggle principles, 
and that the supporters of the YS have come into basic 
political solidarity with the SWP on the principles of 
revolutionary socialism. 


A source advised on May 6, 1964, that the original 
YSA was an organization formed during October, 1957, in New 
York City by youth of various left socialist tendencies, 

particularly members and followers of the SWP. The leaders of 
this group were the guiding forces in the establishment of the 
national organization. 


The source further advised on May 6, 1964, that the 
YSA is dominated and controlied on a national basis by the SWP 
through having SWP members comprise exclusively the National 
Executive Committee (NEC) and through an official SWP repre- 
sentative at a11 YSA NEC meetings. The YSA, in reality, is 
the youth and training section of the SWP and tbe main source 
of new SWP members. 


The headquarters of the YSA are located in Room 631, 
41 Union Square West, New York City. 


The SWP has been designated pursuant to Bxecutive 
Order 10450. 
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YOUNG SOCIALIST ALLIANCE-Chicago, 
Aka. Young Socialist Supporters, 


University Young Socialists 


A source advised in làte November, 1959, that the 
Young Socialist Alliance-Chicago (YSA-C), formerly known as 
Young Socialist Supporters, had its origin in a series of 
informal discussions held in Chicago prior to June, 1959, among 
individuals who were close to the Socialist Workers Party (SWP). 


The YSA-C as of November, 1959, proclaimed itself to 
be a city-wide revolutionary youth organization designed to 
build socialism in America and aimed toward youth on college 
campuses in the Chicago area and as being independent of all 

adult groupings. 


According to a second source in May, 1965, the YSA-C, 
also known as the University Young Socialists, was considered 
the youth group of the Chicago Branch SWP and affiliated with 
the national organization of the YSA ir New York. The YSA-C 
officers as of May, 1965, were current members or sympathizers 
of the Chicago SWP.

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YOUNG SOCIALIST LEAGUE (YSL) 


The March 1, 1954, issue of the "Young Socialist 
Challenge," published as page three of "Labor Action," an 
official publication of the Independent Socialist League 
(ISL), contained an article concerning the creation of the 
YSL, which pointed out that at a unity conference occurring 
February 12-14 41954, at Labor Action Hall, New York, New 
York, -a-m6rger occurred between the Young People's Socialist 
League (YPSL) and the Socialist Youth League (SYL). The new 
organization was named the YSL. — 


On June 15, 1954, a source made available the 
minutes of the YSL's National Action Committee meeting of 
April 13, 1954, which reflected that one S. SITEMAN, "Chair- 
man of SP (Socialist Party) Youth Committee," had objected 
to a statement appearing in "Commerce," a New York University 

——— —jfournal, which indicated that the FSL. merged with the SYL to form 

_ the Y8L; He explained that the YPSL did not merge with anyone, = 

that it continued to exist as the youth section of the Socialist 
Party. He explained that a small group of the YPSL was dropped, 
expelled, or suspended from that organization and joined the 
SYL, which he characterized as the youth group of the "Trotskyite 
ISL." He explained that after these few former members of the 
YPSL joined the SYL, the SYL then proceeded to change its name 

for its own purposes. 


On April 9, 1956, a second source advised that the YSL 
has frequently worked in close sympathetic cooperation with the 
ISL toward similar objectives, although each major issue given 
mutual consideration is decided upon by these organizations 
individually. The YSL serves as an appreticeship for the 
ISL, but ISL selection of members from YSL ranks is made on 
an individual and personal basis. In many instances YSL 
members are also members of the ISL. The YSL and the ISL pe: 
utilize the same printing house in New York City and the YSL ۱ ong 
=. `- . publication is printed as an insert in "Labor Action." Fre- Be:

The Beptember 22, 1958, issue of "Young Socialist 
Challenge," which appeared as page five of "Labor Action," 
contained an undated statement from the National Action 
Committee of the YSL which indicated that the YBL had been 
dissolved. The statement appeared under the caption "Join 
the Young People's Socialist League." 


The YPSL is publicly known as the youth affiliate 
of the Socialist Party-Social Democratic Federation. 


A third source advised on October 3, 1958, that 
the Chicago Branch of the YSL, which was an affiliate of the 
national organization, was dissolved in September, 1958, 
and all active members joined the Chicago unit of the ISL. 
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
